NICE, France, Aug. 3 (UP)— 
Four masked robbers today am- 
bushed the Aga Khan, one of the 
richest men in the world, shot 
the tires of his automobile with 
sub-machine guns ‘and robbed his 
wife of jewelry valued as high as 
$600,000 


(An Associated Press dispatch 
from Cannes said the value of the 
stolen jewelry first was estimated 
by the Begum at 150,000,000 francs 
{about $450,000). However, the 
Aga Khan said it was worth from 
£120,000 to £200,000 ($600,000 to 
$800,000) and was insured up to 

200,000.) 

The robbers lay ir wait for the 
Aga Khan, spiritual leader of 12, 
000,000 Ismaili Moslems and fa- 
_ ther-in-law of Rita Hayworth, just 

outside his fabulous Riviera villa 
near here. 


Tires Shot Out. 

When the Aga Khan’s machine 
pulled out of the villa gateway 
shortly after noon, they shot the 
tires, then forced the chauffeur at 
pistol point to hand over three 
bags, including the Begum’s jewel 
case. The men took also about 
$650 in cash. 

The robbers apparently knew 
which case contained the Begum’s 
jewels, They snatched it almost 
immediately, jumped into their 
own small limousine bearing a 
Paris registration -and roared off 
2 the lonely country road. 

They pointed machine guns at 
our hearts and threatened to kill 
us,” the Aga Khan told police. 
There was nothing we could do. 
We raised our hands and the ban- 
dits took all my wife’s jewels. 

“We were powerless to resist the 
gangsters, who obviously were pro- 
fessionals. They must have been 
following us to know about the 
jewels, which were all in the car. 
They comprised *my wifes’ entire 
collection.” 

“All our jewelry was in those 
boxes. 

“The gangsters worked with 
smooth precision. They wore big 
black glasses.“ 

The size of the Aga Khan’s for- 
tune has never been disclosed. 
However, he is reported to receive 
an allowance of $900,000 a year 
from Ismaili faithful and to have 
more gold cached away in India 
than the Bank of England has in 
its reserves. 

The Aga Khap has been at his 
villa near Nice for the last week. 
He has spent much of his time 
playing golf. Despite his fabulous 
wealth, he has no bodyguard and 
normally travels with only a 
chauffeur. 

There is no police guard outside 
the gate of his chauteau, nestled 
in the hills between Cannes and 
Nice. 

Neither Is Injured. 

Neither the 74-year-old Aga 
Khan nor his wife was injured. 
They returned together to their 
villa in the hills above Nice and 
telephoned police, who threw up 
road blocks over a radius of 50 
miles, 

The Aga Kahn and his French- 
born wife, who had been ill, had 
left the villa intending to drive to 
Deauville to join Rita Hayworth 
and her husband, Price Aly Kahn, 
the Aga’s son. 

While the Begum was talking 
to police, reporters asked her 
about a report that Aly Khan's 
bride was expecting a baby.

GOV. SMITH SIGNS 
ABSENTEE VOTING 
BILL FOR MISSOURI 


JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 3 
(AP)—At the next state-wide elec- 
tion, Missourians may cast their 
ballots from anywhere in the 
world. 
Gov. Forrest Smith a. bill 
today which wipes away the state 
line limits within which Missou- 
rians had to be on election day if 
they wanted their ballots counted. 
The new law also provides for 
voting by persons too sick to leave 
their homes or the hospital. The 
old law required voting only at 
the polls. 

The old law provided for ab- 
sentee ballots if the voter stayed 
within the state’s limits—but was 
outside his home county—on elec- 
tion day. It was relaxed somewhat 
during the war to let Missourians 
vote if they were in military serv- 
ice. 

Under the new law, any eligible 
Missouri voter can cast his ballot 
even if he’s in Buenos Aires, Indo- 
china, or Lapland. 


WHITE HOUSE REPAIR 
WILL BE 18- MONTH 


TO TWO-YEAR TASK 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 3 (UP)— 
It will take from 18 months to 
two y to make the White 
House safe again for occupancy, 
officials said today. 
Lorenzo 8. Winslow, White 
House arhitect, told a reporter 
the actual job of renovating the 
150-year-old building would begin 
in about six weeks. 

Under Winslow's ~ time-table, 
President Truman and his family, 
who moved across the street to 
Blair House when the executive 
mansion became unsafe, would be 
able to move back into the White 
House some time in 1951. 

Meanwhile, a special Govern- 
ment commission set up by Con- 
gress planned to meet in one of 
the White House’s safer wings to

F ellow-Worker Says Wil- 
liam Booth Hung From 


Fire Escape at Vander- 
voort’s Warehouse. 


(Picture on Page 6A.) 


William Booth, 554A Limit ave- 
nue, was killed today when he 
leaped or fell,from an eleventh- 
floor fire escape in the rear of the 
Scruggs - Vandervoort - Barney 
warehouse at 917 Locust street. 

Booth, 25 years old, was em- 
ployed by the department store as 
an assistant buyer in the drug de- 
partment. 

Police said Booth had taken the 
elevator to the sixth floor and 
then climbed the rest of the way 
on the fire escape, the only 


means of reaching the eleventh 
floor. 


Henry Peterson, another em- 
ploye of the department store, 
said he opened the door leading to 
the eleventh-floor fire escape, 
preparatory to descending, and 
saw Booth hanging by his hands 
from the outside rail. Before he 
could reach him, Peterson said, 
Booth let go and fell to the alley 
below. 

Booth struck a telephone wire 
in his plunge. Lee Thomure, 5565 
Maple avenue, and Kenneth Har- 
tung, 3310. Humphrey street, told 
police his body landed within two 
feet of them as they walked 
through the alley. 

Other employes in the depart- 
ment store’s drug department said 
Booth had been in good spirits. 
He has been employed by Scruggs- 
Vandervoort-Barney since April, 
1946. 

He is survived by a wife and 
infant daughter. He served as an 
officer in the Navy during World 
War IL.

An infantile paralysis patient 
left her iron lung at Centralia, 
III., long enough yesterday to give 
birth to a seven-pound boy. Mrs. 
Floyd Wilson, 23, of Bogota, II., 
was placed in an artificial respira- 
tor shortly after being admitted to 
the state emergency polio center 
there at midnight Monday. She 
left the iron lung 12 hours later 
for the birth of her second child. 
The infant was placed in an in- 
cubator at St. Mary’s Hospital. 
Both mother and child were re- 
ported “doing fine.” 

Polio Spreads in Illinois. 

Infantile paralysis cases have 
spread to two-thirds of the 102 
Illinois counties. Carbondale, 
where stores closed for half a day 
yesterday while business men 
helped give the town a general 
scouring, began spraying opera- 
tions today. At Canton, where the 
Fulton county fair opened yester- 
day, streets and alleys in the busi- 
ness district were cleaned up and 
the fairgrounds were sprayed with 
DDT, 

Missouri last week reported 
more new cases of infantile paral- 
ysis than every other state except 
New York, the United States Pub- 
lic Health Service reported today. 
States with the largest increases 
were New York, with 200 new 
cases; 
149, and Illinois, 145. 

Missouri is not considered an 
“epidemic area,” although the city 
health commissioner has termed 
the outbreak in St. Louis a “mild 
epidemic.” States which have had 
more than 400 cases this year, and 
are therefore considered epidemic 
areas, are Texas, California, Okla- 
homa, Arkansas and New York. 

May Seek More Funds. 

Money donated in the “March of 
Dimes” campaign last January is 
paying for most of the treatment 
in the nation’s current outbreak, 
and if the need becomes more 
acute, an emergency drive fon 
funds may be held this year to pro- 
vide additional money, a spokes- 
man announced today. J 

Poliomyelitis is one of the 
costliest of diseases, many pa- 
tients requiring special nursing 
and equipment over long periods, 
Cost of the average case is be- 
tween $1000 and $2000, it is esti- 
mated, Some local chapters of the 
national foundation, which keep 
half of the money raised in the 
“March of Dimes” to pay expenses 
of patients in their areas, have 


exhausted their funds, and the 
advanced 


foundation has $3,500,000 
from its epidemic aid fund. : 

Anyone stricken with poliomy- 
elitis is entitled to help from the 
foundation if the cost of treat- 
ment would overburden his family.

PROSECUTOR HITS

Denounces Silence About 
Charge of Prejudice 
Till Trial Ended — De- 
fense Accuses Juryman 
of Perjury.

CEDAR RAPIDS, Ia., Aug. 
—County Attorney William W. 
Crissman declared in oral argu- 
ment today at the hearing on Dr. 
Robert C. Rutledge Jr.’s motion 
for a new trial it is inconceivable 
that a juror would perjure him- 
self in order to sit on a jury in a 
case in which he held a prejudice 
against a defendant he did not 
know. 

Crissman’s remarks were in an- 
swer to defense charges that 
Emil Novotny, one of the jurors, 
heald a prejudice against Dr. 
Rutledge, which he failed to re- 
veal in the pretrial examination 
of veniremen. The defense is 
basing its plea for a new trial 
largely on reports that Novotny, 
in conversations prior to his being 
called to jury duty, stated that 
the St. Louis pediatrician should 
be hanged. 

Cites Stories of Other Jurors. 

“It also is inconceivable that, if 
Mr. Novotny was as prejudiced as 
the defense seeks to make it ap- 
pear, he would not have expressed 
that sentiment in the jury room,”

Maragon, the ex-bootblack from 
Kansas City who became a man- 
about - Washington with White 
House connections, once worked 
“briefly” as a special agent for 
the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion, it was learned yesterday.

The spokesman said FBI rec- 
ords showed that Maragon, whose 
activities are now under scrutiny 
in the Senate’s five percenter in- 
vestigation, served “briefly” as an 
FBI agent in 1923. 

The agency, then known sim- 
ply as the Bureau of Investiga- 
tion, was héaded at the time by 
William J. Burns, founder of one 
of the nation’s largest private de- 
tective agencies. 

The FBI was queried on the sub- 
ject after several persons who 
have had dealings with Maragon 
recalled that he had mentioned 
somewhat vaguely a connection 
with the Fl.

Delegate to U.N. Group Says There Are

GENEVA, Aug. 3 (AP)—Britain 
accused the Soviet Union before 
the United Nations Economic and 
Social Council today of creating 
“a new slavery organized on a 
mass production basis” in the 
U.S. S. R. 

Corley Smith, British delegate 
to the council, reverting to a sub- 
ject he first raised July 23, pre- 
sented what he described as a 
copy of the “corrective labor 
codex of the Russian Soviet Fed- 
erated Socialist Republic” giving 
rules for labor camps in the Soviet 
Union. The R.. F. S. R. is the Sov- 
jet Union’s largest state. Moscow 
is its capital. 


Then he asked for a “yes or no” 
answer from the Russian delegate 


j Whether the Soviet Union would 


permit an investigation. 
Smith charged that this Russian 


|} system was spreading to the go- 


called popular 


democracies of 
eastern Europe.”

“This is no doubt one of the 


| main reasons for the tremendous 


exodus from eastern Europe and 


the Soviet zone of Germany which

“Why must the Soviet Union 
guard its forced labor camps like 
some shameful secret?” Smith 
asked. “Is it that they dare not 


| reveal the truth because it would 


strip the last shreds of credibility 
from their claim to be a progres- 
sive country, a country where the 
workers are decently treated?” 
Smith said that according to the 
best British information there are 


rather more than 10,000,000” vie- 
| tims of the Russian system. The 
number is far greater than in 
| Czarist times, he said. 


“Vast Enterprises” Cited. 

He said the Russian labor camp 
system “includes vast enterprises 
like the remote mining region of 
Dalstroi in eastern Siberia and 
Karaganda in the deserts of cen- 
tral Asia which have been peopled 
in this way.” 

“The United Kingdom has no 
objection to prisoners doing useful 
work, but we must solemnly pro- 
test against this exploitation of 
millions of workers, mostly for of- 
fenses which would not be consid- 
ered as offenses in other coun- 


Spain.” 

Referring to the codex, Smith 
said that in the Soviet Union “peo- 
ple are condemned tg forced labor 
without trial in a court of law,” 
and they are condemned “for 
holding opinions contrary to those 
of the government and ruling 
class.” He read a paragraph pro- 
viding that Russians could be 
sent to camps on an open war- 
rant. 

“Such despotic procedures have 
been known in the past, but it 
is hundreds of years since the 
star chamber was aboiished in 
England,” Smith said. He chal- 


accept “an impartial inquiry.” 

“If the Soviet Union is pre- 
pared to open its doors we shall 
be only too glad to do likewise,” 
he said. “We have nothing to 
hide.” 

As Smith spoke, Julius Katz- 
Suchy, the Polish delegate who 
emphatically supported the Soviet 
Union on this question at the last 
session of the council, read a 
newspaper. He was seated beside 
the British speaker. 

Katz-Suchy argued at that time, 
Smith said, that if there had been 
10,000,000 slaves in Russia, the 
Russians would never have been 
able to wage war for four years. 

“I was much impressed by his 
forceful argument until I sud- 
denly remembered that it was by 
no means impossible,” Smith said. 
“In fact it had already happened 
once in the last 10 years. The 
Nazis fought for six years and 
yet they must have had 10,000,000 
in their concentration camps or 
doing other forced labor in Ger- 


many.” 
Russian Reply. 


Soviet Delegate. Amasasp Aru- 
tiunian rose to counter Britain’s 
charge. He said Britain’s Labor 
Government: had initiated a hos- 
tile campaign against the Soviet 
Union to detract attention from 
its own economic difficulties.

“In trying to make us believe it

Made an Extra $700,000. 


HE late Sam Breadon called 
T off a deal with Bob Hanne- 

* gan and Fred Saigh, returned 
$100,000 earnest money, and later 
reopened negotiations for sale of 
the Cardinals, tilting the price 
$90 a share, it has been learned 
from a source close to the 
Breadon empire. 

As a result of the increased 
asking price, Breadon received 
almost $690,009 extra for his 7666 | 
shares of Cardinal stock and the 
Hannegan-Saigh combination 
had to pay more than $900,000 
more for stock than would have 
been called for under the origi- 
nal agreement with Breadon. 
They bought also approximately 
2500 shares from other holders. 


The original agreement be- 
tween Breadon and Saigh, the 
latter doing the negotiations for , 
the two men, was written early 
in June, 1947 and on payment of 
$100,000 Hannegan and Saigh 
were given an option, good from 
June 4 to Aug. 4, 1947, to pur- 
chase Breadon’s common and 
preferred stock in the Cardinals, 
a total of 7666 shares, at $310 a 
share. 

Late in June, Breadon, per- 
turbed by questions from news- 
paper men about rumors that the 
club was to be sold, telephoned 
Saigh and Hannegan and told 
them that he was being annoyed 
apd perturbed by telephone calls, 
local and long distance, from 
newgpaper men, asking if it were 
true that he was about to sell. 
The reporters got their tips from 
various sources, including banks 
and real estate experts engaged 
to appraise some of the property 
included in the projected deal. 


Hannegan and Saigh consent- 
ed to calling off the deal and 
Breadon returned the check for 
$100,000.

Hannegan and Saigh had ar- 
ranged all details of financing 
the purchase of the Cardinals 
at the price of $310 a share, 
but raising the price to $400 
Lesented a new problem.

HE CIO Steel Workers’ Union today wound up its initial testi- 
mony before President Truman’s fact-finding board named in

The final witness was Murray Latimer, insurance consultant, 
who appeared for the union as an expert on the pension and social 
insurance aspects of the 30-cent-an-hour wage package the union is 
demanding from the steel companies, 


In deciding to close its “case in 
chief” with Latimer, the — 
withheld from the witness stan 
eight steelworkers, most of them 
with records of long employment, 
who had been brought here to 
translate into terms of what hap- 
pens to human beings the statisti- 
cal data Latimer has been pre- 
senting. 

The steel companies, after a 
week’s recess, will begin presen- 
tation of their “case in chief” be- 
fore the board here Thursday of 
next week. Each side, allotted 
eight days, is reserving a part of 
its time for rebuttal. 

In closing today Latimer told 
the board he disagreed with the 
argument of the companies that 
the insurance and pension in so 
far as it relates to disabled em- 
ployes is impracticable, because 
these are not predictable risks and 
might under some circumstances 
drive the companies into insolv- 
ency, ° 

1 think it ought to be said 
now,” Latimer added, “that if the 
choice is between solvency and 
taking care of the industry’s dis- 
abled, solvency should go hang.” 

In his testimony Latimer in- 
terpreted some 88 tables of sta- 
tistics and about 30 charts he had 
prepared as background for the 
union’s pension and “social insur- 
ance” requests. 

The union's 30-cent increase de- 
mand includes 12% cents in 
wages “currently payable 11.2-3 
cents for pensions, and 6.27 cents 
an hour for “social insurance.” 

The board is to report back to 
the President by Aug. 30. Its 
recommendations will not be bind- 
ing, and there will remain two 
weeks of the 60-day truce for fur- 
ther negotiations before the union 
can strike. 

Murray on Social Insurance. 

The best explanation yet made 
by the union concerning its view- 
point on pensions and “social in- 
surance” was offered yesterday in 
the form of a written statement 
by Phil Murray, president of the 
union and of the CIO. 

“The program of the CIO in the 
field of social security is sim- 
ple,” Murray said. “It aims first 
of all at the provision of ade- 
quate social security not only in 
the size of income or lump sum 
amounts payable to the victims 
of sickness, or old age, or unem- 
ployment, or the dependents and 
survivors of those victims, but 
adequate in terms of rights to the 
benefits, adequate in terms of 
freedom from arbitrary discharge 
or other termination of the rights 
to benefits, and adequate security 
in the freedom to choose between 
a job and a benefit when the con- 
ditions for such choice are appro- 
priate. 

“The second plank in the CIO 
program is the granting of the 
benefits at employer expense. No 
part of the program is more mis- 
understood than this one. It has 
very little to do with the desire 
of the CIO to shift costs. We are 
as well aware as the employers 
that the costs of social security 
are labor costs, and we do not 
now or in the future want to 
bankrupt employers.” 

Inland Steel Experience. 

Murray saw the , granting of 
these benefits at the sole expense 
of the employer as a practical 
matter. A plan which called for 
contributions on the part of em- 
ployes, he said, would result in a 
substantial number of employes 
deciding not to participate and so 
would be self defeating. 

As a concrete example, he cited 
the union’s experience at Inland 
Steel Co., where, in 1946, more 
than 7200 members were eligible 
to participate in such a contribu- 
tory plan. However, 42 per cent 
of those eligible could not see the 
advantages of participation and 
declined to contribute. 

In general, he said, those who 
stayed out were the younger 
workers who thought deductions 
from their pay checks would not 
be of advantage to them but bene- 
fit the older workers. 

Latimer’s Testimony. 

Almost all of the board’s time 
esterday, however, was consumed 
y listening to Latimer and look- 
ing at his chart. 

He returned to the pension sub-

The average for 722 employes of

iin America, as in many other coun- 
ries, the state has accepted the re- 
“mponsibility of seeing that its youth is 
‘properly educated and to this end has: 
| . Established free state - controlled 
‘schools (where unfortunately the teach- 
lug of any kind of religion is forbidden). 
2. Accepted as an allowable substitute 
Aenominationally controlled schools that 
Are duly accredited as to the non-religi- 
dus portion of their curriculum. 
oe alternative arrangement is in 
deference to our traditional democratic 
principle that parents be permitted to 
choose between the religious and the 
non-religious outlook in the daily train- 
ing of their children. (Note that in Rus- 
sia the choice is not permitted.) 
Now comes the Barden bill, evidently 
@oncerned with the laudable purpose of 
raising sub-standard education in eco- 
wmomically backward states. 

As there has been the usual loose talk 
about the Constitution, I took the trou- 
big to read that document with its 
&mendments and found only the follow- 
ing as pertinent passages: 
~" I~8—Congress shall have power to 
‘Collect taxes “for the general welfare 
of the United states.” Note the word 
“general.” 

XAIV—1—*"No state shall make or en- 
force any law which shall abridge the 
privileges or immunities of citizens of 
the United States.” Note the word 
“abridge.” 

And lastly the well known reference 
in Article I of the Bill of Rights: 

„Congress shall make no law respect- 
ing an establishment of religion 
Note the word “establishment.” 

‘This word comes right out of England 
where the establishment or disestablish- 
ment of the English Church has been a 
bone of contention for centuries. An 
established religion means one where 
the head of the governmert, the King, 
automatically becomes head of a na- 
tional church, the House of Commons 
has the right to vote on credal beliefs 
(as set forth in the Book of Common 

) and the hierarchy as a whole 
is subsidized by the state with various 
perquisites and vested interests. 

Plainly the words of our Constitution 
would indicate that the interdiction men- 
tioned is against the “establishment of 
religion” and the present acceptance of 
denominational schools as an education- 
al medium in lieu of public schools does 
not constitute an establishment of re- 
-ligion” of any faith. 

So much for the Barden bill, except 
a note on the Lutheran position. In- 
spired possibly by certain events in Ger- 

many, the Lutherans would reject all aid. 
‘They are properly jealous of their aca- 
“demic freedom. For it is easy to see 
how there might be serious objection to 
“the color of the textbooks or the grade

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Europe's Air Defense 

Jet fighters are soon to replace all propeller- 
driven planes of the United States Air Force in 
Germany. So the visiting chiefs of staff reveal 
at Grafenwoehr. Our ground forces in Germany 
are to be maintained at present strength ready 
for any emergency,” it also is disclosed. This 
much has become known although the chiefs 
of the three services arrived in Europe only last 
Saturday to begin inspections with European 
military leaders in the Atlantic Pact. 

Certainly, it is to be regretted that the world 
situation makes it necessary to consider the 
emergencies that may arise if Russia should be- 
come an active aggressor. But the proposal of 
rearming Western Europe gives rise to matters 
that had better be discussed than ignored. 

For instance, William H. Stoneman, Chicago 
Daily News-Post-Dispatch correspondent who 
described the recent air maneuvers over Eng- 
land in which the United States Air Force par- 
ticipated, said the biggest military question was 
unanswered. He asked: How could Russia’s land 
armies- and tactical air force be kept from over- 
running all Western Europe? 

Strategic air power and tactical air power are 
vastly different. Strategic, depending on big 
bombers, seeks to destroy an enemy nation’s vi- 
tal nerve centers far behind the front lines. 
Tactical is applied to immediate battle areas. 

So Stoneman’s question is apart from the 
strategic bomber concept of long-range dumping 
of atomic bombs or merely blockbusters on sup- 
posedly vital centers in Russia. It is a something 
that cannot be overlooked despite such state- 
ments as the following from the Air University 
Quarterly Review: . 

It would appear that the tactical employ- 
ment of airpower, anchored as it is to the 
employment of surface forces in combat, can 
have little place in the decisive phases of 
modern warfare of global proportions. 

In effect answering this are these three mili- 
tary analysts who believe that tactical air power 
deserves greater attention. 

Hanson W. Baldwin in the New York Times: 

A reorientation of our military thinking 
and a re-emphasis upon tactical air power 
and mobile land forces are essential. 


Capt. B. H. Liddell Hart, British analyst, in 


the Ordnance, Ameriean military journal: 


What is needed in Western Europe is a 
mobile mechanized army and a tactical air 
force” rather than massed air power alone. 
Maj. George Fielding Eliot in “If Russia 

Strikes”: 

What is needed to make such a Soviet ad- 
venture really perilous is (1) a sufficient 
number of Western divisions on the spot to 
enable the military obstacle of the Rhine to 
be defended (2) a sufficient fighter strength 
to give the Western Powers initial air su- 
periority over the battlefield against Soviet 
tactical air power. 


It would seem that western Europe, if worse 
came to worst and war developed, would be the 
very place for putting tactical air power to its 
uses: winning air superiority over a battle area; 
isolating a battlefield by destroying the enemy’s 
bridges and communication lines; direct partici- 
pation by bombing and strafing the battlefield. 

Judging from the opinions of these experts, 
and remembering that the jet fighter vs. big 
bomber controversy has resulted in no definitive 
answer, it appears that the chiefs of staff are on 
firm ground in seeing that tactical air power and 
infantry are not to be neglected. 
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‘Let the Voters at It 


The “Smith Road Grab”—Gov. Smith’s bill to 
double the 2-cent gasoline tax and pour at least 
half the proceeds into the pork barrels of the 
county courthouse rings—appears almost certain 
to be submitted to the voters. They, in turn, it 
is almost equally certain, will promptly reject it. 

Opposition to the bill has been growing 
rapidly. This has taken the form of a movement 
for a referendum, a turn which the Governor 
doesn’t relish a bit. For that reason, he has 
been attempting to forestall such action by tell- 
ing the oil men and others supporting the refer- 
endum that submission of the matter to the 
voters would tie up “needed” rural road build- 
ing until after the 1950 election. This, of course, 
is nothing more than a brazen attempt to keep 
a piece of legislation out of the voters’ reach. 

Now, the Missouri Bus and Truck Association 
has announced it will join the oil men and other 
influential groups in circulating petitions for the 
referendum, thus assuring a maximum effort in 
the fight against the bill, They will have until 
Oct. 14, effective date of the measure, to get at 
least 55,000 signatures on referendum petitions. 
After that, the aim will be to inflict a crushing 
defeat on the proposal at the 1950 election. 

Meantime, however, the Governor is playing 
a cute game. He has until Aug. 30 to sign the 
bill and he’s taking his own good time about it. 
As a result, those who intend circulating the 
petitions are all but forced to hold up on their 
drive until after the Governor has finally com- 
mitted himself. But there should be no doubt 
on this score: Gov. Smith has worked long and 
hard to slip the measure past Missouri voters. 
Now is the time to begin the fight to kill it. 
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Mayor Darst's Hand-Washing 

Mayor Darst has no thought“ of asking the 
Legislature for an act enabling the city to con- 
trol residential rents: I consider federal leg- 
islation the most adequate method of rent con- 
trol,” he says. That may well be so, but an in- 
cidental provision in the present federal law 
caused a District Court to hold last week that 
the entire law is unconstitutional. If the Su- 
preme Court upholds this verdict, all federal 
rent ceilings will go off at one stroke. Thus, 
the real choice today may be, not between fed- 
eral and local control, but between local con- 
trol and no control at all. 

Possibly Mr. Darst expects Congress to cor- 
rect the shaky provision before adjournment. 
If so, he is taking a gamble that doesn’t have 
to be taken, and against odds. 

“The Legislature is not now in session,” Mr. 
Darst went on; “it would take some time to 
obtain passage of an enabling act, and further 
time for passage of a local ordinance,” True, 
but the Supreme Court is in recess until Octo-

ceilings under state and local laws. Yet Mr. 
Darst calmly runs the risk that many St. Louis- 
ans will undergo stiff rent increases, and some 
of them ruthless gouges.

Mathews as detective sergeant. 

Thig is a big decision because it can deter- 
mine whether the Hogan-Hilsman-Dougherty-

Department. It is a decision to be made in a 
little case because it applies to an individual 
who himself is not important.

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Scientists and Polio 

Every year about this time, poliomyelitis be- 
gins to take its toll. This year, for example, 
more than 100 St. Louisans and at least 27 resi- 
dents of St. Louis county have come down with 
the disease. Only a small fraction of the total 
population suffers, it is true, but for parents the 
polio season is indeed a trying time. ? 


It is heartening, therefore, to learn that scien- 
tists in four American universities, working 
under a $1,370,000 research grant from the Na- 
tional Foundation for Infantile Paralysis, are co- 
operating in an earnest effort to learn more 
about the disease and how to prevent it. 

The basic problem, as reported by Paul F. 
Ellis in a series now appearing in the Post- 
Dispatch, is to determine exactly how many 
groups, types or varieties of viruses cause polio. 
Already three kinds of polio are identified and 
the belief is growing, Ellis reports, that there 
are only a relatively few groups. If this is so, 
he concludes, then there exists a possibility of 
developing a preventive vaccine. 

Meanwhile, the scientists work on,- Quietly, 
steadily, hopefully. The hearts of parents every- 
where are with them. |

There's little hope of stopping margarine by restrictions, dairy 
journal thinks; such a course would be costly and endless; asserts 
that butter is the better food, and urges its producers to carry 
the battle to the arena of free competition for consumers’ favor.

We will not venture a prediction on the 
outcome of the perennial controversy over 
oleo colored in imitation of butter, but we 
do not entertain any great hope that the 
status quo will be retained. Furthermore, 
should Congress remove all restrictions on 
the sale of oleomargerine other than the 
usual sanitary and quality regulations that 
govern food products, we do not feel that 
it would be a complete calamity. 


Over a period of time we have been com- 
ing to the conclusion that in diverting its 
energies to protect butter from oleo com- 
petition through legal fences, justifiable 
though they may be, the butter industry 
and the dairy industry as a whole is do- 
ing itself more harm than good. 


The reason that butter is manufactured 
in the United States or anywhere else, ex- 
cepting possibly the Soviet Union, is be- 
cause it is a commodity that commands a 
wide market and will return the manufac- 
turer a profit for his labors. Butter is not 
made because people like to make butter 
for the sake of making butter. 

True, it is sometimes made at little or 
no immediate profit but as a means of 
using surplus milk that otherwise would be 
animal food or a total loss. But funda- 
mentally butter is manufactured because it 
is a money-maker. If our reasoning is cor- 
rect, then it follows that above all else 
the butter industry must have a market 
in which to dispose of its product. To lose 
that market is to lose the industry. 


Margarine on the March 


Oleo has come a long way since the First 
World War: We would be guilty of inex- 
cusable folly if we failed to realize that 
truth. One of the surest techniques of tak- 
ing a licking is to underestimate the cali- 
ber of the opposition. Oleo is the compe- 
tition as far as butter is concerned. 

All of the arguments from the dairy in- 
dustry regarding butter boil down to the 
thesis that oleo, when colored yellow by 
artificial means, offers unfair competition. 
A spread must have eye appeal as well as 
taste appeal and the yellow, traditionally 
associated with butter, is a major require- 
ment of a fat spread if it is to be success- 
ful in the American market. 

In butter the yellow color is a natural 

; in oleo it is artificial. On

buy. 

Ever since oleo came on the market, it 
has been subject to a tax program designed 
to prevent its sale in imitation of butter. 
Yet in spite of that program, oleo has edged 
its way into the field until today it com- 
mands the largest market in its history. 

There are three main developments that 
account for the rise in oleo consumption. 
The first is the improvement in the qual- 
ity and merchandising of oleo. The second 
is the difference in price between butter 
and oleo. And the third is the fact that 
the dairy industry has been wasting its 
energies trying to restrict competition by 
legislative means, when the real avenue of 
attack was and still is to beat the living 
daylights out of the competition by su- 
perior merchandising. 


Is There Any Choice? 


Here is an episode which illustrates what 
we are driving at: A friend of ours, the 
chairman of the department of business 
administration at an Eastern university, 
buys four pounds of uncolored oleo each 
week. We asked him why he bought the 
oleo instead of butter. “In the first place, 
it’s cheaper,” he said. “In the second place 
I've gotten so used to it that I can’t tell 
it from butter.. And in the third place it 
is just as good nutritionally as butter. Un- 
til someone can convince me that butter 
is a better buy than oleo, I'm going to keep 
on buying oleo.” 


There are two courses open to the but- 
ter industry, and therefore to the dairy in- 
dustry. We can fight.oleo to the last ditch. 
But it will be an endless battle and it will 
call for the expenditure of large sums of 
money for public relations purposes. Or 
we can retire from that phase of the con- 
flict, making tremendous capital out of 
the reasons for doing so, and join the bat- 
tle anew where it must eventually be joined 
namely, in the market place. 

We do not believe that the first course, 
even though successful, will regain the mar- 
ket that has been lost. We do believe that 
butter is a product superior in every way 
to oleo. We believe that butter can lick 
the vegetable juice right out of oleo os

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PROTEST BY STATE

WASHINGTON, Aug. 3 (AP)—

Lucas showed reporters a mem- 
orandum from the State Depart- 
ment saying the committee’s ac- 
tion “would block current plans 
for the transfer to the Depart- 
ment of State of responsibility for 
the government of Germany.” The 
memo added that President Tru- 
man would be denied the authority 
to transfer any of the functions 
or funds given the Army to any 
other Government agency. |

Some Predict Good Times—Others Fore- 
see More Slump—A Few Are 
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By SAM DAWSON 

NEW YORK, Aug. 3 (AP)—Bus- 
iness men differ among themselves 
in their guesses as to what's ahead 
this fall for their factories and 
stores, But either way they face, 
they express strong opinions— 
doubtless because they are farther 
out on the firing line than the 
rest of us. 

Here are the views of top men 
in industries across the country: 

An optimist in Ohio predicts “a 


sales.” He is echoed by others in 
many lines across the country. 

A pessimist in Pennsylvania 
writes: “My industry is sick and 
the outlook for the next few 
months is not at all encouraging.”

$2 TO $320 WEEKLY

I 
bought a hearing aid and 
found so much joy once 
again in people’s voices; 
too, the lovely sounds of 
music were restored to me. 
I met and married a won- 
derful man and we have 
two adopted ehildren. I 
have enjoyed a happy and full. life and am still enjoying it. I 
would like to tell Mary to get a hearing aid, a light, unnotice- 
able one, wear the hair loosely over the ears so it scarcely 
shows, and resolve not to be self-conscious. No hearing aid is 
easy to get used to at first, but neither are glasses, one has to 
become accustomed to them on one’s nose, and to the lenses, so 
she should give herself a good month or two to become adjusted 
to her new ornament. If anyone commiserates with you, Mary, 
speak fondly of your little “gadget” and brag about it rather 
than try to hide it. A direct answer I have found takes away 
any sting to questions regarding it. Visit your local society for 
the Hard of Hearing. Being among others with the same 
handicap will help to build up self-confidence, when one sees 
how well they all get along. Reach out in every possible way 
toward friends, Mary, and I'll wager when the right boy comes 

along you'll have no difficulty meeting and holding him.

But American Uniforms, Familiar During War, Now Rare Sight in Australian City

SYDNEY, Australia, Aug. 3. 
HEN Sydney people think of 
W the days when General Dong- 
las MacArthur was directing 
the war in the Southwest Pacific 
from “Down Under” they picture 
the Hotel Australia lobby filled with 


American unjforms, King’s Cross 
white with gob-caps, young men 


in flying boots with vivid insignia 


on their jackets strolling up Mar- 
tin Place. 

They remember how the girls 
went for the lavishly-spending 
visitors in their smart outfits, 
calling in taxis with great bunches 
of flowers, their American man- 
ners and attentiveness contrast- 
ing with the somewhat offhand at- 
titude of the Australian courting 
male. And they remember how 
many of the girls actually married 
the fellows—some to live happily 
ever after in the United States, 
some to come back and bring their 
husbands with them, a few to 
come back alone when the war- 
time glamor didn’t stand up to the 
test of marriage. 

They remember, too, how the 
Yanks hated what the Australians 
called coffee, their contempt for 
Australian cigarettes, their de- 
light with the favorite Atstralian 
dish of steak and eggs, their sur- 
prise to find that “scones” were 
soda biscuits, that what the Aus- 


tralians called “biscuits” were re- 


ally cookies. 

They are gratefyl for the intro- 
duction of “rum-and-coke,” still 
occasionally drink a toast to an 
absent American friend in “boiler- 
makers“ — whisky with a beer 
chaser. They haven’t forgotten 
hob the Yanks fell for Australian 
beer—literally fell for it, for it 


was so much stronger than Amer- 
ican beer, and men back from the. 


austerity of operational areas oft- 
en found that two or three glasses 
would put them on their ear. 

Americans with any recollection 
of occasions like this may take 
comfort in the fact that the thou- 
sands of British Navy men who 
followed them in making the ac- 
quaintance of Australian beer fell 
for it, too, in the same way! 

American G.Is left some of 
their language behind, and some 
of their habits—you’ll find quite a 
few Australians today cutting up 
their meat first and then eating 
it with just a fork. You'll find 
restaurants serving water with a 
meal—they did not do it before 
the “Battle of Sydney.” You'll find 
good coffee quite often now, and 
doughnuts and waffles too. 

I remember the first time I 
sighted an American uniform, the 
night that the first troopships 
landed their battalions in Sydney. 
It was a night of teeming rain 
after years of near-drouth. Fer- 
ries were bringing in their drafts 
of olive-drab-clad men from the 
darkened harbor, landing them at 
historic Man o’ War Steps and at 
Pyrmont just up past the Harbour 
Bridge. Circular Quay was inches 
deep in stormwater, and I had to 
paddle through it to cover the 
landing for my newspaper. Not a 
word of my story was ever pub- 
lished. The censors saw to that, 
but next day Sydney knew the 
Yanks were there, if nobody else 
did. 4 

That was the beginning of the 
“occupation.” Most Australians 
don’t realize that the last of the 
wartime leftover uniformed Amer- 
icans has only just left. He was 
Captain Robert Metcalf, from New 
York, lone representative of the 
Foreign Liquidation Commission, 
who takes back with him to the 
States his Australian wife, Fay, 
with one baby and another “ex- 
pected.” 

There are other uniformed Amer- 
icans attached to the consulate, 
but Bob is the last of the “war- 
timers,” and even he went into 


civvies for his last few days in 
Australia. 

The American uniform is quite 
a rare sight these days, though 
it is not so very long since it 
dominated the landscape, for more 
than 1,000,000 American service- 
men visited Australia during the 
war, and most of them saw Syd- 
ney at one time or another. Leave 
in Sydney was a thing eagerly 
sought even from way up in the 
chain of islands leading onwards 
to Japan. 

But Sydney, with its population 
now approaching 1,500,000 was big 
enough to absorb all the Ameri- 
cans, British, Dutch, Free French, 
and all other “Allied Servicemen” 
(as wartime censors insisted they 
all be called, to baffle the enemy) 
without bursting. Brisbane, much 
smaller, found the “occupation” 
more trying. Poor little Towns- 
ville found it impossible.

Hall, the tall modern block of 
flats in the city which became 
known as “Little America,” is 
completely civilian and bears no

Not that Americans in Australia 
are so rare. When fighting stopped 
2500 applied for discharge in Aus- 
tralia. Between October 1945 and 
December 1948, a total of 3558 
Americans came to settle here per- 
manently, and -between September 
1947 and April 1949, there were 
1489 arrivals under the official G.I. 
scheme. Quite a lot went back to 
the United States later, but many 
stayed on and seem to be happy. 

They have formed a small Le-

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tralasian Ex-Servicemen’s Club has 
a membership of between 500 and 
600, publishing its own magazine, 
and going in for sporting and so- 
cial activities to keep in touch. 
The view members take of their 
new home is epitomised in a sen- 
tence found in an article in their 
magazine: “War would not seem 
so possible if we could settle in 
any country as easily as we have 
settled in Australia.” 

But admittedly many Americans 
coming back have not found post- 
war Australia as much to their 
liking as when they came here in 
uniform. As servicemen they had 
accommodations found for them, 
their health and general interests 
were looked after without cost or 
trouble to themselves. Their uni- 
form was a passport to entertain- 
ment and a general good time. 
Girls were “Yank-happy,” and serv- 
ice pay went much further in Aus- 
tralia than it did at home. Be- 
sides which, many youngsters 
found themselves in possession of 
more spending money than they’d 
ever had in their lives before. 

So Australia then was a good 
place to spend it. But after the 
strain on the national economy 
caused by the war and the mil- 
lions it had to help feed and clothe 
and house, Australia did not turn 
out to be quite the same paradise. 

The G.I. who comes back as a 
civilian has to join with thousands 
of homeless Australians in the 
struggle for somewhere to live— 
and he’s on the end of the queue 
unless he has plenty of money to 
buy a place outright. Prices have 
risen, though not to such an ex- 
tent as they might have had not 
the Australian Government ef-

O “ferret out” something 1s 

to dig it out of a place of 

concealment. The phrase is 
perhap most familiar in allusion 
to eliciting information, usually 
from an unwilling source. And 
this «implication of resistance is 
quite in accord with its origin. To 
“ferret out” was preceded simply 
by “to feret,” as Shakespeare em- 
ployed it. 

On the trail of this expression, 
we make an excursion into nat- 
ural science, for its source is in 
the habits of the little animal 
called the ferret. 

The ferret is a member of the 
weasel family, about fourteen 
inches long and pale in color, with 
red eyes, Since its domestication, 
it has been used to drive rodents 
out of their holes. 

The quarry which the ferret 
likes to drive out of a hiding place 
is the cony, or rabbit. He is cun- 
ning and patient in this—which 
roughly describes the investigat- 
or's formula for ferreting out in- 
formation! 

There is special interest in the 
etymology of the name “ferret” it- 
self. It comes from the French 
“furet,” which is thought to go 
back to the Latin “fur,” meaning 
thief—the root which made the 
word furtive what it is today!

Banana Apricot Freeze. 


Ingredients: Eight marshmal- 
lows, two tablespoons apricot juice 
from stewed apricots, one cup 
mashed ripe bananas (two to three 
bananas), one-half cup apricot 
puree, dash of salt, one tablespoon 
sugar, one cup heavy cream.
